Prices  fluctuated  some.vhat  during  December  in  the  three  important 
maricotp,  .Kinneapol:  s,  '.Vinnipeg  .md  i3uunos  Aires,  but  a  general  decline 
result;od  in  avereg';s  for  the  first  soe^  of  Janu  iry  -.vhich  ■ver3  belo//  all 
wee'tcly  averages  for  the  present  season  except  for  one  or  t.vo  -.veekis  at 
Minneapolis.     .Iverages  reported  for   t;^e  //ee.c  ended  January  4  -.vere  ,^3.16 
per  oush'l  in  Minneapolis,  ^^2,60  per  pushel  in  V/innipeg,  and  v2.05  per 
bushel  in  Euenos  Aires.     These  :.jro  still  above  all  January  prices  since 
192?.     The  margin  of  the  Hinne-ipoli s  price  over  that  of  Buenos  .lires 
also  remains  high,  being  yl.ll  ].er  bushel  for  the  weeK:  ended  January  4.

The  first  estimate  of  the  flaxse.-d  crop  at  .'j-pen'rina  for  the  1929 
so^son  is  55,627,000  bushels  or  32.8  per  cent  belo'v  the  1928  crop  ©f 
82,810,000  bushels.    Figures  of  production  are  no./  aviileble  for"  17 
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countries  which  in  1928  produced  61.8  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total. 
The  total  for  these  countries  in  1929  is  95,483,000  bushels  compared  witn 
124,964,000  bushels  produced  by  the  sa'ric  countries  in  193o.     Appro xirnately 
15  per  cent  of  tne  192b  world  total  was  produced  by  itussia  whicn  is  ^he 
only  iraportg.nt  producing  counbry  not  yet  reported.     No  indic^^.ti ons  of  the 
probaole  outturn  in  Eussia  are  available  out  Russia  has  not  entered  the 
international  market  to  any  great  extent  in  recent  jears  and  the  totals 
given  above  may  be  accepted  as  a  fair  comparison  of  the  world  supply  situ- 
ations in  1929  and  1928. 

The  1929  season  has  been  one  of  disappointing  yields  in  the  cnief 
flaxseed  producing  countries.     Prospects  at   ohe  beginning  of  tne  season 
were  brignt  with  increased  sowings  reported  in  North  Aiiierica  and  an  acre- 
age in  Argentina  only  slightly  below  the  record  acreage  of  1926.  Adverse 
weather  conditions  in  North  America  greatl;,   reduced  the  yield  per  acre  and 
resulted  in  crops  well  below  those  of  rec -nt  ye-^'rs  in  both  Canada  and  tht 
United  States.     In  Argentina,  prolonged  drought  during  the  early  months  of 
the  season  caused  the  abandomatrnt  of  26  per  cent  ox"  the  acreage  sown  and 
the  outturn  is  expected  to  be  the  smallest  sinct  1924.     See  Table,  page  3. 

The  first  report  on  the  new  1930  acre-age  in  India  of  2,258,000  acres 
shows  a  decrease  of  12.1  per  cent  when  compared  with  the  corresponding  re- 
port of  last  year."    The  nigh  prices  recently  received  for  flaxseed  and  tne 
assarance  of  small  supplies  in  oil  countries  from  the  1929  season  was  ex- 
pected to  result  in  inci'eased  sowings  in  Indir.     Tne  absence  of  rainfall  in 
the  United  Proviiices  during  the  early  montJr.s  of  tne  season  was  probably 
rt-sponsiblo  for  tne  snort  sow  ng  and  recent  rains  rjre  expected  to  improve 
conditions  so  that  the  second  leport  m-^y  snow  some  inci'ease. 

Exports  and  imports 

Exports  from  Argentina  during  December  were  acove  those  of  :.he  two 
previous  months  bxit  far  below  the  December  shipments  iii  1928.     Froia  Sept- 
ember 1  to  Decc-moer  28  shipments  from  Argentina  amounted  to  only  9,889, OuO 
bushels  compared  witn  24,176,000  bushels  for  the  same  p'eriod  in  1928. 
Total  exports  from  tne  principal  exporting  countries  during  tnis  period 
were  14,201,00u  Dusnels  compared  with  26,914,000  busnels  in  1928.     Tne  only 
increase  in  shipments  Is  from  India  where  -i,  149,000  busnels  were  exported 
between  Septeaiber  1  and  December  23  compared  with  1,897,000  busnel3  for  Lhe 
sime  months  of  la?t  season. 

Imports  into  tne  United  States  during  J-'^ovember  were  1,635,958  bushels 
compared  with  2, 582,093-: busnels  in  October  1^29  and  1,416,693  bushels  in 
November  1928.     Imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  declined  sharply  duri  ;g 
November  and  imports  for  the  three  montns  Seotemuer  fnrough  November  of  the 
present  season  were  735,000  bushels  below  imports  for  the  same  months  of 
1928.     The  imports  so  far  reported  ^urin^  the  present  season  for  i  important 
importing  countries  of  Continental  2arope  are  also  far  below  those  of  last 
sea.son.     See  Table,  page  4.

THE  FLAXSEED  SITUATION  IN  JAI^JUAkY  1930 


The  January  estimate  of  the  1929-30  flaxseed  crop  of  Argentina 
snows  a  slight  decrease  when  corn-oared  with  the  previous  estimate.     The  crop 
is  now  placed  at  55,115,000  bushels  compared  with  the  1928  crop  of 
82, 610, 000.    The  total  for  the  1929  production  in  17  countries  reported 
to  date  is  92,971,000  bushels  compared  with  124,964,000  bushels,  produced 
by  the  same  countries  in  1928.     The  estimated  world  total  for  1928  was 
153,810,000  Dusnels.     See  table  page  2, 

Prices  continued  to  decline  during  January  but  showed  a  slight  up- 
ward tendency  in  Minneapolis  and  'iVinn'epeg  during  the  first  week  of  February. 
Prices  in  all  three  markets  remain  well  above  the  prices  of  the  early  months 
of  1929.     Reports  from  Continental  Europe  during  Jan^oary  indicated  that 
limited  stocks  of  oil  for  immediate  delivery  were  resulting  in  an  increased 
demand  and  firmer  prices  for  near  positions  of  Argentine  seed. 

Weekly  average  prices  reported  for  the  week  ending  February  8  were 
$3.07  ^per  oushel  at  Minneapolis,  $2.50  per  bushel  at  JVinnepeg  and  $1.89  per 
bushel  at  Buenos  Aires.     See  table,  page  3  for  weekly  averege  prices  in 
three  markets  for  1930  and  monthly  average  prices  in  four  markets  for  1929. 

Commercial  stocks  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  on  Febraary  1  were 
623,000  busnels  below  stocks  at  the  same  time  last  year  and  4,481,000  bush- 
els below  those  of  1928.     Stocks  in  coramercial  centers  reporting  to  the 
United  States  Government  were  867,000  bushels  compared  with  1,142,000 
bushels  in  1929  and  3,409,000  bushels  In  1928.    ^Stocks  in  store  in  the 
'Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  , of  Canada  were  1,026,000  bushels  compared 
with  1,374,000  busnels  in  1929  and  2,965,000  bushels  in  1928. 

Flaxseed  snipments  from  Argentina  show  an  increase  in  recent  weeks 
out  are  not  as  great  as  the  shipments  of  last  year.     Snipments  from  January 
1  to  January  25  were  6,448,000  ousnels  compared  with  9,574,000  bu'shels 
shipped  in  the  corresponding  weeks  of  1929.     Supplies  of  old  crop  in  India 
are  believed  to  be  small  and  -oresent  shipments  are  low.     The  total  ship- 
ments from  April  1  to  January  25  of  the  present  season  were  9,302,000 
ousnels  compared  with  5,824,000  bushels  shipped  during  the  same  period 
last  season.     Exports  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  in  the  present 
United  States  season  from  September  1  to  Jan^aary  25  were  21,217,000  bushels 
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compared  with  37,631,000  bushels  exported  froin  Septemoer  1  to  January  25, 
1928-29.     Iraports  into  the  United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom  from 
September  1  through  December  31,  1929  were  9,322,000  bushels  compared  with 
9,274,000  bushels  imported  during  the  so.me  months  of  1926.     The  imports 
so  far  reported  during  the  present  season  for  four  importing  countries 
of  Continental  Europe  remain  well  below  those  of  last  year.     See  taole,

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Flaxseed  pricas  advanced  dnring  the  first  tv;o  weeks  of  Api-il  v/ith 
the  general  a,dvence  in  grain  prices  and  Argentine  grov;ers  responded  to 
the  higher  prices  o"  disposir^g  of  part  of  their  surplus  v/hich  v;as  being 
held  for  higher  prices  •■    India  also  began  •  shJLpping  the  new  crop  earlier 
than  usual.    These  heavier  shipments  and  a  general  recession  in  grain 
prices,  resulted  in  a  drop  in  flaxseed  prices,  and  a  lessening  of  marhet 
activity-.    The  average  April- prices  .for  Llinixeapolis ,  V/imilpeg  and  Buenos 
Aires  were  ^2,92,  .■.;2.43  and  vl«98  as  coirrpai^ed  with  •'i)2.45,  v2.03  arid  ;^1.66 
respectivel--,  in  1929.    The  highest  weehl--  average  price  occurred  in  the 
second  week  of  April  v/ith  v2.97  at  I.Iinnoapolis ,  v2.4-7  at  V/innipeg  and 
v2.03  per  bushel  at  Buenos  ilires. 

The  1929  flaxseed  production  in  t]:o.  IS  co-antries  nov/  reported 
ainounts  to  116,616,000  busliels,  or  onl;^'  78.9  per  cent  of  the  147,701,000 
bushels  produced  in  the  same  countries  in  1928.    These  eigliteen  countries 
produced  96.8  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total  in  1928.  Production 
figures  for  tho  1929  se.'ison  for  Ai'gentina  and  Belgium  have  been  revised, 
Argentina's  being  reduced  Ir-  2,674,000  bushels  and  Belgitun' s  increased 
by  170,000  bushels.    Production  fig-ures  for  European  R-assia  shov/ 
26,349,000  ljushols  for  1929',  aai  increase  of  3,612,000  bushels  over  last 
year's  crop.    It  is  still  too  carl"  to  malco  any  definite  statement  on 
1930  flaxseed  acreage  in  the  northern  Hemisphere  but  beneficial  rains 
and  anplc  seed  supplies  along  with  the  present  low  level  of  vmeat  prices 
would  indicate  an  increase  in  flax  acreage. 

Supplies  Ox  flsxisced  in  store  in  western  Canada  and  at  the  principal 
United  States  markets  on  Hay  3,  1930  were  66,000  busliels  less  than  were  in 
stock  on  the  corrcopondirig  date  of  1929,  and  2,765,000  bushels  below  those 
CI  1928.    Coininercial  stocks  in  the  United  States  markets  were  729,000  bush- 
els coi^roared  .7ith  547,000  bushels  in  1929  and  1,589,000  bushels  in  1928. 
In  the  v/estorn  Canadian  markets  855,000  bushels  were  stored  Hay  3,  co?nparod 
■with  1,103,000  busliolE  in  1929  and  2,780,000  bushels  in  1928.
